in the sun, In order that sugar may exert this power of pre- 
serving it must be in combination with as little water _ pose 
sible, A watery solution of sugar is extremely liable to decay; 
but, when evaporated to such a consistence that the sugar i 
partly crystal ized, it will preserve the substances mixed with 
it for a long time, as in the case of ‘* candied orange or sungn 
peels, which are simply soaked in water to rid them of t reir 
mucilage and bitterness, and then boiled in syrup till re can- 
dies’’ upon their surface; they are then dried and kept tor 
use. In preserving such fruit as raspberries, gooseberries, 
currants, &c., which contain but little sugar and much water 
and mucilage, it is necessary to make what is called jams ; 
that is to say, the fruit is boiled with sugar and broken up; the 
boiling must be continued till sufficient of the water has evapo- 
rated to leave the ‘‘jam’’ in @ syrupy consistence eyen while 
hot; this, when cold, will set into nearly a solid mass, capable 
of preservation for years; but it is necessary that even this 
should be kept ina dry place, otherwise the moisture of the 
air will condense on its surface and reduce that part into too 
fluid a state to keep, and it grows ‘‘mouldy;” sometimes, if 
too soon tied over (especially if bladder be used for this pur- 
pose) the jam, being warm, will give out watery vapour, which, 
condensing on the edges of the jar and on the inner surface of 
the blidder, falls back again on to the juice and causes it to 
‘‘mould;’’ if, therefore, care be taken that the fruit is well 
broken by stirring—that the watery parts are driven off by 
sufficient boiling —that the jam is thoroughly cold before tying 
over, and that it is afterwards kept in a thoroughly dry place, 
there need never be fear of mould or decay,

TABLE TALK, 


An interesting ceremony has taken place lately at the 
village of Auistreiam, near Caen, The Royal Humane Society of 
London having voted the silver medallien to a young French gen- 
tleman, Eugéne Girard, for his intrepid conductin reseuing from 
the horrors of shipwreck the erew of the Thistle, an English brig, 
wrecked on the coast of Villey, in April last, the British vice-consul 
of Caen gave notice that he would proceed to Auistreham, to 
present the medal in the name of the Royal Humane Society, On 
arriving at the village it presented all the appearance of a fcte- 
day. Flags were flying—the drum was beating, to call together 
the Natioual Guard, All the men belonging to the service of 
customs were collected from the neighbouring stations, and, being 
under arms and in full uniform, presented a somewhat imposing 
effect in the little village which was the scene of the ceremony. 
Several ofthe local authorities attended, and it was easy to observe 
how great was the gratification of all those who witnessed the 
presentation of a reward for courage and humanity by a public 
society of a neighbouring country. ‘ : 

The following recipe (observes the Builder) is used for 
preparing the celebrated Stucco Whitewash, used on the east end 
of the President’s house, at Washington.

viously dissolved by first soaking it well, and then hanging it over 
a slow fire ina smail kettle, with a large one filled with water, Add 
five gallons of hot water to the whole mixture; stir it well, and let 
it stand a few days, covered fromdirt It should be put on quite 
hot; for this purpose it can be keptina kettle ona portable furnace, 
It is said that about one pint of this mix.ure will cover a square 
yard upon the outside of a house, 


It is about twenty years since Sir Robert Peel took down 
the old house at Drayton-manor occupied by his father, and built

Among the looking-glasses at the Exhibition of National 
Industry, in the Champs Elysées, was one 16 feet by 12, the price of 
which was marked at 12,000f. A similar mirror was shipped a 
few days since at Havre fur New Orleans. 


In California there is de facto no government and no 
administration of justice. ‘Those establishments are in a novel, if 
not in an unprecedented, state. General Riley is governor of 
California, and resides at Monterey, the nominal seat of governs 
ment. Commodore Jones is commander-in-chief of the naval forces, 
and has his flag hoisted on board the Warren frigate, at present in 
San Francisco harbour; and General Smith is commander-in-chief 
of the land forces in California and Oregon, and has his head- 
quarters in San Francisco. This array of authority looks well on 
paper, but, from the desertion of soldiers and sailors (particularly 
the former), the arm of military power is almost useless. The 
military are posted in different parts of the country—a few at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, about three miles and a half from this, 
situated near the entrance to the harbour from the ocean. A small 
party of men is at Venicia, and several small parties are posted at 
different parts of the Sacramento river—the great highway to the 
gold yegion, All the soldiers are allowed indulgences to preserve 
their fidelity. Those at the Presidio are permitted to come into 
San Francisco to work at all manner of jobs on their own account, 
by turns, on leave of absence. They are also allowed the use of the 
Government cars and waggons, which they let out on job; while the 
men in the interior are allowed furloughs to go to the placeros, to 
try their hands at “digging,” by turns, the produce of their labours 
forming a common fund. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Geological and Poly- 
techni¢ Society of the West Riding of Yorkshire, held in the Guild- 
haliin Doncaster, on Wednesday last, Earl Fitzwilliam in the chair, 
Mr. Dalton, of Sheffield, read a paper on ‘‘ Ivory as an article of 
manufacture.” The value of the annual consumption in She fhield 
was about £30,000, and about five hundred persons were employed 
in working it up for trade, The number of tusks to make up the 
weight consumed in Sheffield, about 180 tons, was 45,900. Accord- 
ing to this the number of elephants killed every year was 22,500; 
but, supposing that some tusks were cast and some animals died, 
it might be fairly estimated that 18,000 were killed for the purpose, 


Connected with the appalling tragedy in Leveson-street, 
and the expected arrival of Captain Henrichson, we have rec: nily 
heard a statement of so singular a nature that we should hesitate 
to publish it but that our informant expresses no doubt whatever of 
its authenticity. At this moment, when the bereaved mariner, for 
whom there is such large sympathy, is hourly expected to enter our 
port, we would not willingly publish anything that could give rise 
to idle gossip or childish comment; but the circumstance related 
to us holds so close an affinity to the mysterious that we shall make 
no further epology for giving it as we have heard it, without offer- 
ing any opinion as to the degree of credence to which it is entitled, 
Our informant states that he was told by a captain of one of our 
merchant ships that, when in Calcutta, a number of the captains 
there took luncheon together one day. Amongst the guests was 
Captain Henrichson, who, during the repast, was seized with 
sudden indisposition; and, upon inquiry being made as to his ail- 
ment, declared that he was convine:d—by some feeling or impres- 
sion not explained —that something disastrous to him had occurred 
athome, It was added by the captain who related this circumstance 
that this occurred on the very day when Mrs, Henrichson and her 
children were murdered, 


Mr. Seward, the great American runner and the champion 
of pedestrianism in England, undertook, at Liverpool, for a wager 
of £20, to run 120 yards and. leap over eight hurdles, against Mr, 
Harwood’s mare, ‘ Black Bess,” now performing at the Queen's 
Theatre there. The novelty of the match drew together an immense 
concourse of spectators, and a good deal of betting took place, the 
odds being laid upon the mare. At four o'clock Mr, Seward 
appeared upon the field, attired in a suit of white linen or cotton, 
avd presented a singular contrast to the jet-black appearance of the 
mare. He, however, was side by side with the animal at the last 
hurdle but one, where -he fell back a little, and the mare went over 
a winner, but only by haifa length, 


The Duchess d’Orleans and her children arrived at Frank- 
fort on the Ist; and the Duke and Duchess of Bordeaux, with a 
humerous suite, are now at Hanover, where they intend to remain 
sometime, ‘The Prince,’’ says a letter from Hamburg, “ appears 
to entertain strong affection for the old King Earnet, aud a marked 
liking to Hanover as a residence.”’

There 
has been a repetition of serious and destructive riots at the city of 
Montreal, They ended in the loss of life and the burning down of 
the largest hotel fn the British colonies-—Donegana’s Hotel, which 
is as well known to the traveller as the Astor-house, New York, 
It appears that these riots were occasioned by the Government 
having arrested several persons who were suspected of being con- 
cerned in the burning of the Parliament-house.

know other things which I thought more serviceable ; but there 
must be some cause why he has used it so continually, as he is 
such a very clean and precise man in all his manipulations of the 
produce of sugar-stick. Since I have tried it ina common stewpan, 
it has answered very well; and, knowing by experience that your 
culinary laboratory is still in its innocent infancy, and you may be 
prevented from making an immediate experiment by waiting till 
you could get one—you may use that three-pint stewpan for it, which 
{ lent you for a pattern about three weeks ago. After which I 
shall feel extremely gratified by its reappearance on my kitchen 
shelf at No. 5. (being out of the middle row there,) because every 
time I enter my kitchen it puts me in mind of a very pretty women 
minus one of her front teeth. Excuse me if Iclaim it of you, but I 
want to teach you punctuality as well as economy.” , 

Winter Pears.—To put an end to its long and hard existence, cut 
it into six or eight pieces lengthwise, peel and cut out the cores, 
giving them a nice shape; then put them into a stewpan, with a 
quarter of a pound of sugar, a gill of port wine, the thin rind ofa 
lemon, a little cinnamon, and half a pint of water ; let them simmer 
gently about an hour or until tender; when done, put them into 
a basin, reduce the syrup until thickish if required, and pour over ; 
when cold they are ready to serve. 

A little prepared cochineal mixed with the syrup very much 
improves their appearance. A dish composed half of these and half 
of the white has a very pretty appearance. By placing a layer of 
marmalade among them, at the bottom of the dish, you may dish 
them in crown, or any shape you like. 

Compote of Peaches.—Put half a pound of lump sugar (broken 
into small pieces) into a stewpan, with a quarter of a pint of water, 
which set upon the fire to boil until forming a thickish syrup; you 
have previously cut four ripe peaches in halves, lay them carefully 
in the boiling syrup to simmer a couple of minutes, then carefully 
remove them with a colander-spoon ou to a hair sieve to drain, when 
remove the skins, and dress the peaches neatly upon your dessert- 
dish; reduce the syrup until of a good consistency, and when cold 
pour it over, and they are ready to serve. 

Compote of Apples.—Procure six nice ripe apples, but not too 
large, Which peel, cutin halves, and cut out the cores, rub each 
piece over with a little lemon, and put them into boiling syrup made 
as last directed, but with the juice of a lemon, and the rind cutinto 
small fillets added; let the apple stew until tender, but not broken, 
when drain them upon a sieve, reduce the syrup ; and when both 
are cold, dress the apple neatly upon your dish, and pour the syrup 
over, A little green angelique, cut in various shapes, will make a 
pretty ornament on any white compote. v 

Compote of small Apples, served whole.—Select nine small golden 
pippins, each as nearly as possible of an equal size, and with a long 
round vegetable cutter, of the size of a sixpenny-plece, cut out the 
cores, then peel them very thin and smooth, rub their surface with 
lemon-juice, and throw them into a basin of spring water; have 
ready boiling half a pint of syrup, made as before dir: cted, to which 
add the rind of a lemon (cut into thin strips) and the juice, lay in 
the apples, which 1 t simmer very gently until quite tender, when 
drain them upon a hair sieve, and reduce the syrup until thickish ; 
when quite eold, dress the apples upon your dish, five at the 
bottom, three upon them, and one upon the top; when ready to 
serve, pour the syrup over. : 

Compote of Green Apricots.—Have a pottle of green apricats, 
from which pick off all the stalks, and throw them into a stewpan 
containing a quart of boiling water, and let thein boil very fast for 
ten minutes, and drain hem upou a sieve; have ready half a pint 
of syrup, made as before directed, in which boil them until tender, 
but not to break, and thicken the syrup, pour the whole into a basin 
until quite cold; should the syrup then be too thin, strain it off into 
the stewpan to reduce to a proper consistency, pouring it again over 
the apricots when quite cold, Dish tastefully. 

Compote of Green Gages.—Procu:e twelve green gages, not quite 
ripe, each of which cut into halves; have ready boiling halfa pint of 
syrup, as before directed, into which put half the fruit, letit simmer 
a couple of minutes, then remove them with a colander-spoon, 
draining them upon a sieve; then put inthe remainder, with which 
proceed in the same manner; remove the skins, put the fruit intoa 
basin, reduce the syrup until thickish, and, when cold, pour it over 
the fruit, which is then ready to serve. 

Any description of plums may be dressed in precisely the same 
method. 

Compote of Apricots.—Procure six very fine ripe apricots, which 
divide into halves; have reaily half a pint of boiling syrup reduced 
quite thick, in which let them simmer about a minute, when pour 
the whole into a basin until cold; should the fruit not be quite ripe, 
they would require longer time to simmer. I frequently break the 
stones and bianch the kernels to add to the compote; they are 
a great improvement, also, to cherries and plums. 

Compote of Cherries. —Take a pound of fine cherfies, not tooripe, 
and cut away half the stalks with a pair of scissors; haveh pit 
of syrup, which boil until very thick, when add half of the cherries, 
and boil them two or th:ee minutes, take them out with a colander- 
spoon, drain them upon a sieve, and proceed the same with the 
remaining half; reduce the syrup until very thick, dress the cherries 
pyramidically upon your dish, stalks uppermost, and, when the syrup 
is cold, pour it over and serve. 

Compote of Oranges.—Make a pint of syrup as before ; lave six 
fine oranges, which skin carefully, scraping off as much of the pith 
as possible ; divide each orange into eight entire pieces, without 
breaking the delicate skin with which they are divided; when the 
syrup is very thick, put in the pieces of oranges, which simmer 
gently for five minutes, when take them out with a colander-spvon, 
and drain them upon a sieve ; reduce the syrup very quickly until 
thickish, and, when cold, pour it over the oranges, which will be then 
ready to serve. Half the rind of the oranges, free from pith, cut 
into small fillets, are a great improvement boiled in the syrup. 

Compote of French Plums.—Put half a pound of French plums 
into a stewpan, with a gill of water, the same of wine, the rind of 
half a lemon cut thin, two cloves, and a gv od spoonful of sugar, let 
them simmer about twenty minutes, and when cold take out the 
lemon and cloves, and they are ready to serve.

Propuecies oF Peace.— On the 21st of January, 
1792, the French National Assembly recorded a solemn resolution 
not to enter into any war, except strictly in self-defence.

Pitt said in the House of Commons, “ England never had a fairer 
prospect of a long continuance of peace, I think we may a 
fidently reckon on peace for ten years, The treaty of 1786 ha 
then established all but perfect freedom of trade between England 
and France, and the trade between the two countries had increased 
rapidly during the intervening six years.

—The melancholy intelligence has just reached 
Lynn that Captain Gribble, of the Europe, has, in a state of tempo- 
rary aye destroyed himself at one of the ports in Norway, 
into which he had taken the ship in consequence of its having 
received some damage. The Europe was freighted with linseed for 
a firm in Lynn.

Her Masesty.— The regularity with which her 
Majesty attends public worship in all sorts of weather is a subject 
of frequent remark among the country people, and has added 
largely to the admiration which her numerous virtues have excited 
in the breasts of her Scottish subjects. It was arranged that the 
Braemar gathering should take place on Thursday. ‘The turn-out 
of clansmen was expected to be much larger than last year; and 
they will be equipped in a superior style, and headed by several 
of the chiefs who are at present in the district. 


Foreign Honry.—A vessel arrived from Caen has 
brought 22 casks and 40 cases of honey, the produce of Normandy, 
as a portion of her cargo. 


SimpLe Mope or DetectinG ForGep BANKNOTES. 
A paragraph appeared cautioning the public against taking 
forged notes of the Bank of Bagtadd: at that time endeavoured to 
be circulated, and stating that a few days before a £10 note had 
been offered to and stopped by a respectable tradesman in Fleet- 
street, who, being an experienced engraver, detected it to be 
spurious. It was also stated that a £5 note of the Manchester 
branch of the Bank of England had been returned to Mr. 
Austin, the proprietor of Peele’s Cotlee-house, Fleet-street, 
from: his banker’s, which was so well executed, that in taking 
it Mr. Austin or his servants did not feel it necessary to mark 
it with the name of the giver, so that he is himself the loser. 
A day or two ago a gentleman connected with the Bank of 
England called on Mr. Austin, and, having announced his name 
and stated the object of his calling, was at once shown the £6 note. 
At the first glance the gentleman pointed out to Mr. Austin the 
proofs of the note being a forgery, and also submitted it to a simple 
but unerring test to prove the fact. He took from his pocket a 
genuine note, and, placing it alongside the forgery, damped both in 
a part where the watermark was clearly visible, and in an instant 
the difference was quite perceptible. In the genuine note the 
moisture rendered the watermark more conspicuous and distinct, 
while on the forgery it became almost wholly obliterated. The gen- 
tleman subsequently waited upon Mr. G. W. Lees, 47, Fleet-street, 
in whose hands the £10 forged note remains, and in the presence 
of that gentleman suvmitted the forged and a good note to a 
similar test, when the result was precisely similar. 


A Beau in tae Fourreenta Century.—What 
could exhibit a more fantastical appearance than a beau of the 
fourteenth century? He wore long pointed shoes, fastened to his 
knees by gold or silver chains; hose of one colour on one leg, and 
of another on the other; short breeches which did not reach to the 
middle of his thighs; a coat, one half white and the other half black 
or blue; a long beard; a silk hood buttoned urder his chin, 
embroidered with grotesque figures of animals, dancing men, &ey, 
and sometimes ornamented with gold, silver, and precious stones. 
‘This dress was the very top of the mode in the reign of Edward 
the Third. 


JusricE.—Some merchants went to an Eastern sovereign, 
and exhibited for sale several very tine horses. ‘The King admired 
them, and bought them; he, moreover, gave the merchants a lac 
of rupees to purchase more horses for him. The King one day, 
in a sportive humour, ordered the Vizier to make out a list of all 
the fouls in his dominions.

MeasurEMENT or Time BY SHApDows.—The_ people 
of the East measure time by the length of their shadow. Hence, if 
you ask a man what o’clock it is, he immediately goes into the fun, 
stands erect, then, looking where his shadow terminates, he mea- 
sures his length with his feet, and tells you nearly the time. Thus 
the workmen earnestly desires the shadow which indicates the time 
for leaving their work. A person wishing to leave his toil, says, 
‘‘ Wow long my shadow is in coming!” ‘* Why did le not come 
sooner ?”’—** Because I waited for my shadow.” In the 7th chapter 
of Job we find it written, As a servant earnestly desireth his 
shadow.” 

Derbyshire contains various relics of the middle ages— 
baronial, ecclesiastical, and monastic, Besides the Peak Castle, 
there are sume remains of Codnor Castle, near Heanor, the ancient 
residence of the Greys of Codnor; these remains are partly con- 
verted into a farmhouse. Haddon-hall, the seat of the Duke of 
Rutland, is on the north-east or left bank of the Wye, below Bake- 
well; it consists of two courts of irregular form, approaching to 
squares, surrounded by suites of apartments, and was evidently 
designed to have a domestic, not a military, character, The chapter 
and the hall, the most ancient Leded were erected in the earlier 
part of the fifteenth century, and no part of the cdifice appears to 
be of later date than the reign of Henry VIII, except some of the 
interior fittings, which may be of the time of Elizabeth, The 
situation is beautiful, and the variety of the outline and the fine 
trees round the hall render ita very picturesque object. Hardwick- 
hall is a curious specimen of the style of domestic architecture in 
Elizabeth’s reign, and has remained unaltered since the time of its 
erectiOn; it is between Chesterfield and Mansfield, and belongs to 
the Duke of Devonshire. Some of the furniture is perhaps older 
than the houee itself, and was removed from the old hall, now in 
ruins, near the present mansion. There is at Hardwick some 
embroidery done by Mary Queen of Scots, who was imprisoned 
here and at Chatsworth and South Winfield for some time. South 
Winfield manor-house, near Alfreton, was built in the reign of 
Henry VI., and ruined in the civil wars of Charles I.; the remaing 
present some beautiful features.

serving it must be in combination with as little water as pos- 
sible. A watery solution of sugar Is extremely liable to decay; 
but, when evaporated to such a consistence that the sugar is 
partly crystalized, it will preserve the substances mixed with 
it for a long time, asin the case of * candied” oranze or lemon 
peels, which are simply soaked in water to rid them of their 
mucilage and bitterness, and then boiled in syrup till it ‘* can- 
dies’? upon their suriace ; they are then dried and kept for 
In preserving such fruit as raspberries, gooseberries, 
currants, &c., which contain but little sugar and much water 
and mucilage, it is necessary to make what is called ‘jams; 


that is to say, the fruit is boiled with sugar and broken up; the 
boiling must be continued till sufficient of the water has evapo- 
rated to leave the ‘‘jam”’ in| 
hot; this, when cold, will set into nearly a solid mass, capable 
of preservation for years; but it is necessary that even this 
should be kept in a dry place, otherwise the moisture of the 
air will condense on its surface and reduce that part into too 
fluid a state to keep, and it grows ‘‘mouldy;”’ -sometimes, if 
too soon tied over (especially if bladder be used fur this pur- 
pose) the jam, being warm, will give out watery vapour, which, 
condensing on the edges of the jar and on the inner surface of 
the bladder,’ falls back again on to the juice and causes it to

The following recipe (observes the Builder) is used for 
preparing the celebrated Stucco Whitewash, used on the east end 
of the President’s house, at Washington, Take half a bushel of 
good unslaked lime, slake it with boiling water, covering it during 
the process to keep in the steam, Strain the liquor through a fine 
sieve or strainer, and add to it a peck of clean salt previously dis- 
solved in warm water, three pounds of good rice ground to a thin 
paste,, and stirred-while boiling hot; half.a pound of powdered 
a pound of clean glue, which has been pre- 
viously dissolved. by first soaking it well, and then hanging it over 
a slow fire ina small kettle, with a large one filled with water, Add 
five gallons of hat water to the whole mixture; stir it well, and let 
it stand a few days, covered from dirt. It should be put on quite 
hot; for this purpose itcan be kept ina kettle on a portable furnace, 
It is said that about one pint of this mixiure will cover a square 
yard upon the outside of a house. 


It is about twenty years since Sir Robert Peel took down 
the old house at Drayton-manor oceupied by his father, and built 
the present mansion, from the designs of Sir Robert Smirke, on a 
site closely adjoining the previous building.

In California there is de fucto no government and no 
administration of justice. ‘Those ¢stabliyhments are in a novel, if 
not in an unprecedented, state. General Riley is governor of 
Califor: ia, and residés at Monterey, the nominal seat of govern- 
ment. Commodore Jones is commander-in-chief of the naval forces, — 
and has his flag hoisted on board the Warren frigate, at present in 
San Francisco harbour; and General Smith is commander-in-chief 
of the land forces in California and Oregon, and has his head+ 
quarters in San Francisco, This array of authority looks well on’ 
paper, but, from the desertion of soldiers and sailors (particularly 
the former), the arm of military power is almost useless. The 
military are posted in different parts of the country—a few at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, about three miles and a half from this 
situated near the entrance to the harbour from the ocean, A small 
party of men is at Venicia, and several small parties are posted at 
different parts of the Sacramento river—the great highway to the | 
gold region. All the soldiers are allowed indulgences to preserve 
their fidelity, Those.at the Presidio are permitted to come into 
San Francisco to work at all manner of jobs on their own account, 
by turns, on leave of absence. They are also allowed the use of the 
Government cars and waggons, which they let out on job; while the 
men in the interior are allowed furloughs to go to the placeros, to 
try their hands at “ digging,’’ by turns, the produce of their labours 
forming a common fund. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Geological and Poly- 
technic Society of the West Riding of Yorkshire, held in the Guild- 
hallin Doncaster, on Wednesday last, Earl Fitzwilliam in the chair, 
Mr. Dalton, of Sheffield, read a paper on ‘‘ Ivory as an: article of: 
manufacture.’ The value of the annual consumption in Sheffield 
was about £30,000, and about five hundred persons were employed - 
in working it up for trade. The number of tusks to make up the 
weight consumed in Sheffield, about 180 tons, was 45,900. Accord- 
ing to this the number of elephants killed every year was 22,500; 
but, supposing that some tusks were cast and some animals died, 
it might be fairly estimated that 18,000 were killed for the purpose, 


Connected with the appalling tragedy in Leveson-street, 
and the expected arrival of Captain Henrichson, we have recently 
heard a statement of so singujar a nature that we should hesitate 
to publish it but that our informant expresses no doubt whatever of 
its authenticity. At this moment, when the bereaved mariner, for 
whom there is such large sympathy, is hourly expected to enter our 
port, we would not willingly publish anything that could give rise 
to idle gossip or childish comment; but the circumstance related 
to us holds so close an affinity to the mysterious that we shall make 
no further apology for giving it as we have heard it, without offer- 
ing any opinion as to the degree of eredence to which it is entitled. 
Our informant states that he was told by a captain of one of our 
merchant ships that, when in Calcutta, a number of the captains 
there took luncheon together one day. Amongst the guests was 
Captain Henrichson, who, during the repast, was seized with 
sudden indisposition ; and, upon inquiry being made as to his ail- 
ment, declared that he was convinced—by some feeling or impres- 
sion not explained —that something disastrous to him had occurred 
athome. It was added by the captain who related this circumstance 
that this occurred on the very day when Mrs. Henrichson and her 
children were murdered. 


Mr. Seward, the great. American runner’and the champion 
of pedestrianism in England,-undertook, at Liverpool, for a wager 
of £20, to run 120 yards and leap over eight hurdles, against Mr. 
Harwood’s mare, ‘* Black Bess,” now performing at the Queen’s 
Theatre there, The novelty of the match drew together an immenee 
concourse of spectators, and a good deal of betting took place, the 
odds being laid upon the mare. At four o'clock Mr, Seward 
appeared upon the field, attired in a suit of white linen or cotton, 
and presented a singular contrast to the jet-black appearance of the 
mare. He, however, was side by side with the animal at the last 
hurdle but one, where he fell back a little, and the mare went over 
a winner, but only by half a length. 


The Duchess d’Orleans and her children arrived at Frank- 
fort on the Ist; and the Duke and Duchess of Bordeaux, witha 
pumerous suite, are now at Hanover, where they intend to remain 
sometime.

The recent very unhealthy state of the 
metropolis has occasioned the watering-places 
in its vicinity to be thronged by many more 
than their usual number of sojourners.

He had gone out to bathe 
from a boat in the morning, and whether from the boat having been 
carried out by the tide, and the water therefore too deep, or from 
sudden cramp, he was unable again to reach the boat, and was taken 
out of the sea lifeless. 


Destructive Fire in CLEMENT’s-INN.—On Sunday 
morning, shortly after two o’clock, a fire of a very alarming and 
destructive character, which was nearly attended with a melan- 
choly loss of life, occurred upon the premises of Mr. William 
Taylor (who resides at Oxford), No, 12, Clement’s-inn-passage, 
Strand, The flames were first discovered by police constable 96 F 
at which period they were raging apparently on the first or ground 
floor; the smoke at the same time was rushing forth from every 
window in the building. The constable raised an instant alarm, 
and, after repeatedly knocking at the door, he succeeded in arousing 
the occupant of the first floor, a gentleman of the name of 
Foster. That party, on getting up, found the smoke so dense that 
he could scarcely draw his breath. Having got to the front win- 
dow, he was just in the act of throwing himself out, when he recol- 
lected that aman and his wife were sleeping in the floor above, 
To that part of the house Mr, Foster went, when he awoke the two 
parties who were there sleeping, and, having dragged them to the 
first-floor window, he ldwered them down, and afterwards jumped 
out himself. The fire by that time had made most fearful progress 
that the flames were rushing forth from the upper windows and 
through the roof with such impetuosity as to threaten with destruo- 
tion the whole of the contiguous premises, ‘The St. Clement’s 
Royal Society’s fire-escape promptly attended, followed by the 
engines of the parish, London Brigade, and West of England Com- 
pany. The machines were instantly called into operation, and 
powerful bodies of water were scattered over the flames, but they 
continued to spread notwithstanding, and having ignited the top 
part of the premises belonging to Mrs. Howe, a baker, No. 13 in 
the same thoroughfare, as well as those in the tenure of Mr. Bos- 
worth, a boot and shoe maker, No. 11, the most strenuous exertions 
of the firemen were therefore directed towards saving the premises 
on either side. Fortunately the firemen were enabled to get the 
conflagration extinguished’ by five o’clock, but not until the 
premises in which it began were destroyed, and those adjoining on 
either side extensively damaged. One of the parties who was 
assisting to put the fire out fell from a high wall, and was so 
severely injured as to be obliged to be taken to the hospital. The 
origin of the disaster is unknown. The sufferers were uninsured. 


Witrut Murper at Kineston,—On Tuesday Mr. 
W. Carter concluded an inquiry at the Ram Inn, Kingston, con- 
cerning the death ofa labourer, named Thomas Phillips, aged 21, 
who died from the effects of a blow on the head, inflicted with an 
iron pin by adrayman of the name of William Trigg. On the 
afternoon of Saturday week, the deceased entered into a squabble 
with the prisoner Trigg, on the road from Kingston to Thames 
Ditton, and pulled off his jacket to fight. The prisoner suddenly 
pulled an iron pin from the dray, and struck the deceased a fearful 
blow on the head. He uttered a scream and fell to the ground, 
Medical assistance being procured, he was removed home, and 
lingered till Thursday evening (last week), when he died. Mr. 
Ellis, the surgeon, who attended him, spoke to the blow on the 
head having produced death. The coroner having summed up, the 
jury returned a verdict of ‘* Wilful murder against William Trigg,” 
who since the unfortunate event has been in custody of the police,

respective ages of four years, three years, and eight months old, 
by cutting their throats with a razor, and afterwards cutting his 
own throat with the same instrument, Aninquest upon the bodies 
was held in the afternoon at the Dove Inn, when it appeared, by 
the evidence adduced, that the father was a yee by trade, about 
thirty-three years old, and had been married nearly ten years—the 
fruit of his marriage being seven children. He was always kind to 
his wife, fond of his children, and of particularly temperate habits, 
During the last five or six weeks, however, his appetite failed him, 
and he frequently exhibited a strong proneness to despondency, 
arising from the cares of his large family, whom he seemed to appre- 
hend he should not be able properly to bring up. Latterly, he 
suffered from acute pains in his head, producing lowness of spirits, 
and he sometimes was heard to say, ‘‘ I shall never live to get 
through my troubles.”” On Sunday evening he retired to bed, and 
appeared to sleep as usual; but after breakfast on Monday com- 
plained to his wife that he felt very languid and faint. Shortly 
after eleven o’clock Mrs, Grayson went shopping into the town, 
leaving her husband and children in the house; but she had not 
been absent more than half an hour, when she heard the awful 
tidings of what had occurred, As soon as she returned the shock- 
ing spectacle presented itself of the four bodies lying on the ground 
in the front room, with their throats cut, all dead—a razor 1] ying 
between her husband’s legs. It appears that no sooner had his 
wife left the house than the unfortunate man said to the three 
deceased children, who were at the time in the back room, “‘ Come 
to me here and play in the front room, and I will give you a half- 
penny each. This observation was heard by his daughter Emma, 
aged eight, who was washing up plates in the adjoining kitchen, 
and she in consequence left the kitchen and stood at the back door, 
where she saw her father take the babe in his arms and carry him 
into the front room, the other two children following. She then 
returned to the washhouse, but in a few minutes went into the 
front room, when she beheld her father and three brothers lying 
dead on the carpet. An alarm was given, and surgical assistance 
instantly procured, but, of course, it was ineffectual. After a 
lengthened examination of several witnesses, the jury returned a 
verdict that Grayson had cut the throats of Arthur, Walter, Frede- 
rick Grayson and his own, while in a state of temporary derangement

I was anxious to 
know other things which I thought more serviceable; but there 
must be some cause why he has used it so continually, as he is 
such a very clean and precise man in all his manipulations of the 
produce of sugar-stick. Since I have tried itina common stewpan, 
it has answered very well; and, knowing by experience that your 
culinary laboratory is still in its innocent infancy, and you may be 
prevented ‘from making an immediate experiment by waiting till 
you could get one—you may use that three- pint stewpan for it, which 
I lent you for a pattern about three weeks ago, After which I 
shall feel extremely gratified by its reappearance on my kitchen 
shelf at No. 6, (being out of the middle row there,) because every 
time I enter my kitchen it puts me in mind of a very pretty woman 
minus one of her front teeth. Excuse meifIclaim it of you, but I 
want to teach you punctuality as well as economy.” 

Winter Pears.—To put anend to its long and hard existence, cut 
it into six or eight pieces lengthwise, peel and cut out the cores, 
giving them a nice shape; then put them into a stewpan, with a 
quarter of a pound of sugar, a gill of port wine, the thin rindofa 
lemon, a little cinnamon, and half a pint of water; let them simmer 
gently about an hour or until tender; when done, put them into 
a basin, reduce the syrup until thickish if required, and pour over ; 
when cold they are ready to serve. 

A little prepared cochineal mixed with the syrup very much 
improves their appearance. A dish composed half of these and half 
of the white has a very pretty appearance. By placing a layer of 
marmalade among them, at the bottom of the dish, you may dish 
them in crown, or any shape you like. 

Compote of Peaches.—Put half a pound of lump sugar (broken 
into small pieces) into a Gated bart with a quarter of a pint of water, 
which set upon the fire to boil until forming 4 thickish syrup; you 
have previously cut four ripe peaches in halves, lay them carefully 
in the boiling syrup to simmer a couple of minutes, then carefully 
remove them with a colander-spoon on to a hair sieve to drain, when 
remove the skins, and dress the peaches neatly upon your dessert- 
dish; reduce the syrup until of a good consistency, and when cold 
pour it over, and they are ready to serve. 

Compote of Apples.—Procure six nice ripe apples, but not too 
large, which peel, cutin halves, and cut out the cores, rub each 
piece over with a little lemon, and put them into boiling syrup made 
as last directed, but with the juice of a lemon, and the rind cut into 
small fillets added ; let the apple stew until tender, but not broken, 
when drain them upon a sieve, reduce the syrup; and when both 
are cold, dress the apple neatly upon your dish, and pour the syrup 
over. A little green angelique, cut in various shapes, will make a 
pretty ornament on any white compote. 

Compote of small Apples, served whole.—Select nine small golden 
pippins, each as nearly as possible of an equal size, and with a long 
round vegetable cutter, of the size of a sixpenny-piece, cut out the 
cores, then peel them very thin and smooth, rub their surface with 
lemon-juice, and throw them into a basin of spring water; have 
ready boiling half a pint of syrup, made as before directed, to which 
add the rind of a lemon (cut into thin strips) and the juice, ay in 
the apples, which let simmer very gently until quite tender, when 
drain them upon a hair sieve, and reduce the syrup until thickish ; 
when quite cold, dress the apples upon your dish, five at the 
bottom, three upon them, and one upon the top; when ready to 
serve, pour the syrup over. 

Compote of Green Apricots,—Have a pottle of green apricots, 
from which pick off all the stalks, and throw them into a stewpan 
containing a quart of boiling water, and let the:n boil very fast for 
ten minutes, and drain them upon a sieve; have ready half a pint 
of syrup, made as before directed, in which boil them until tender, 
but not to break, and thicken the syrup, pour the whole into a basin 
until quite cold; should the syrup then be too thin, strain it off into 
the stewpan to reduce to a proper consistency, pouring it again over 
the apricots when quite cold. Dish tastefully. 

Compote of Green Gages.—Procuie twelve green gages, not quite 
ripe, cach of which cut into halves; have ready boiling halfa pint of 
syrup, as before directed, into which put half the fruit, let it simmer 
a couple of minutes, then remove them with a colander-spoon, 
draining them upon a sieve; then put inthe remainder, with which 
proceed in the same manner; remove the skins, put the fruit intoa 
basin, reduce the syrup until thickish, and, when cold, pour it over 
the fruit, which is then ready to serve. 

Any description of plums may be dressed in precisely the same 
method, 

Compote of Apricots —Procure six very fine ripe apricots, which 
divide into halves; have ready half a pint of boiling syrup reduced 
quite thiek, in which let them simmer about a minute, when pour 
the whole into a basin until cold; should the fruit not be quite ripe, 
they would require longer time to simmer. I frequently break the 
stones and blanch the kernela to add to the compote; they are 
a great improvement, also, to cherries and plums, 

Compote of Cherries.—Take a pound of fine cherries, not tooripe, 
and cut away half the stalks with a pair of scissors; haveh if ¢ pint 
of syrup, which boil until very thick, when add half of the cherries, 
and boil them two or three minutes, take them out with a colander- 
spoon, drain them upon a sieve, and proceed the same with the 
remaining half; reduce the syrup until very thick, dress the cherries 
pyramidically upon your dish, stalks uppermost, and, when the syrup 
is cold, pour it over and serve. : : 

Compote of Oranges.—Make a pint of syrup as before; Lave six 
fine oranges, which skin care fully, scraping offas much of the pith 
as possible ; divide each orange into eight entire pieces, without 
breaking the delicate skin with which they are divided ; when the 
syrup is very thick, put in the pieces of oranges, which simmer 
gently for five minutes, when take them out with a colander-spoon, 
and drain them upon a sieve ; reduce the syrup very quickly until 
thickish, and, when cold, pour itover the oranges, which will be then 
ready to serve. Half the rind of the oranges, free from pith, cut 
into small fillets, are a great improvement boiled in the syrup, 

Compote of French Plums.—Put half a pound of French plums 
into a stewpan, with a gill of water, the same of wine, the rind of 
half a lemon cut thin, two cloves, and a good spoonful of sugar, let 
them simmer about twenty minutes, and when cold take out the 
lemon and cloyes, and they are ready to serve.

SimpLte Move or Derectine Forcep BANKNOTES. 
A paragraph appeared cautioning the public against taking 
forged notes of the Bank of England, at that time endeavoured to 
be circulated, and stating that a few days before a £10 note had 
been offered to and stopped by a respectable tradesman in Fleet- 
street, who, being an experienced engraver, detected it to be 
spurious. It was also stated that a £5 note of the Manchester 
branch of the Bank of England had been returned to Mr. 
Austin, the proprietor of Peele’s Coflee-house, Fleet-street, 
from his banker’s, which was so well executed, that in takin 
it Mr. Austin or his servants did not feel it necessary to mar 
it with the name of the giver, so that he is himself the loser. 
A day or two ago a gentleman connected with the Bank of 
England called on Mr, Austin, and, having announced his name 
and stated the object of his calling, was at once shown the £65 note. 
At the first glance the gentleman pointed out to Mr, Austin the 
proofs of the note being a forgery, and also submitted it to a simple 
but unerring test to prove the fact. He took from his pocket a 
genuine note, and, placing it alongside the forgery, damped both in 
a part where the watermark was clearly visible, and in an instant 
the difference was quite perceptible. In the genuine note the 
moisture rendered the watermark more conspicuous and distinct, 
while on the forgery it became almost wholly obliterated. Thegen- 
tleman subsequently waited upon Mr. G. W. Lees, 47, Fleet-street, 
in whose hands the £10 forged note remains, and in the presence 
of that gentleman submitted the forged and a good note to a 
similar test, when the result was precisely similar. 


A Beau in tHe Fourteenth Crentrury.—What 
could exhibit a more fantastical appearance than a beau of the 
fourteenth century? He wore long pointed shoes, fastened to his 
knees by gold or silver chains; hose of ene colour on one leg, and 
of another on the other; short breeches which did not reach to the 
middle of his thighs; a coat, one half white and the other half black 
or blue; a long beard; a silk hood buttoned under his chin, 
embroidered with grotesque figures of animals, dancing men, &c., 
and sometimes ornamented with gold, silver, and precious stones, 
This dress was the very top of the mode in the reign of Edward 
the Third.

MeasureMEn?’ oF ‘TimME BY SHapows.—The people 
of the East measure time by the length of their shadow. Hence, if 
you ask a man what o’clock it is, he immediately goes into the sun, 
stands erect, then, looking where his shadow terminates, he mea- 
sures his length with his feet, and tells you nearly the time. Thus 
the workmen earnestly desires the shadow which indicates the time 
for leaving their woik.

Derbyshire contains various relics of the middle ages— 
baronial, ecclesiastical, and monastic. Besides the Peak Castle, 
there are some remains of Codnor Castle, near Heanor, the ancient 
residence of the Greys of Codnor; these remains are partly con- 
verted into a farmhouse. Haddon-hall, the seat of the Duke of 
Rutland, is on the north-east or left bank of the Wye, below Bake- 
well; it consists of two courts of irregular form, approaching to 
squares, surrounded by suites of apartments, and was evidently 
designed to have a domestic, nota military, character, The chapter 
and the hall, the most ancient parts, were erected in the earlier 
part of the fifteenth century, and no part of the cdifice appears to 
be of later date than the reign of Henry VIII., except some of the 
interior fittings, which may be of the time of Elizabeth. The 
situation is beautiful, and the variety of the outline and the fine 
trees round the hall render ita very picturesque object. Hardwick- 
hall is a curious specimen of the style of domestic architecture in 
Elizabeth’s reign, and has romaine unaltered since the time of its 
erection; it is between Chesterfield and Mansfield, and belongs ta 
the Duke of Devonshire, Some of the furniture is perhaps older 
than the house itself, and was removed from the old hall, now in 
ruins, near the present mansion, There is at Hardwick some 
embroidery done by Mary Queen of Scots, who was imprisoned 
here and at Chatsworth and South Winfield for some time. South 
Winfield manor-house, near Alfreton, was built in the reign of 
Henry VI., and ruined in the civil wars of Charles I,; the remains

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

Until the autumn fashions are completely fixed, summer 
costumes will continue to be worn; varied, however, in 
accordance with the state of the weather. Sombre or gay 
colours are adopted according as the weather may happen to 
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be cloudy or sunshiny. During the past week we 
have observed many dresses of black silk in walking 
costume. Black watered silk is particularly fashion- 
able. With these dresses may be worn bonnets co. 
black lace, white crape, and crinoline, and mantelets 
either of black or bright-coloured silks, &, 

The following description of new walking dresses, 
suited to the present season, may be found useful :— 
1. Dress of muslin de laine, of a Persian pattern, with 
a pardessus of the same. Fancy straw bonnet, trimmed 
with two flowing ends of ribbon edged with silk fringe, 
Drab-coloured cashmere boots. Dark blue paraso), 
2. Dress of grey toile de soie. Black silk mantelet, 
trimmed with fringe. Bonnet of fancy straw, lined 
with white silk, trimmed on the outside with 
ruches of silk, and under the brim with wild 
flowers and wheat. Boots to match the dress. 
Green parasol. 3. Dress of foulard, the pattern

In a more elegant style of promenade costume, shoes 
are generally worn, They are ornamented in front with a 
small rosette, or with loops of ribbon, and are very frequently 
without sandals. For evening dress, silk or satin slippers 
are ornamented in front with shoe-bows, consisting of cockades 
made of narrow ribbon, and a small buckle in the centre. 

Pardessus, forming a kind of intermediary between the light 
summer mantelet and the winter cloak, are in preparation for 
the autumn. They are made not to fit closely to the figure ; 
they fasten up the front. We muy also mention that many 
bonnets just made up for the autumn are composed of crapo 
of dark oclours. We have seen one of dark blue, trimmed 
with white and blue daisies; another, of dark green crape, 
trimmed with roses, without foliage. Some of these coloured
